In order to be eligible for 
the NHS, students must fulfill the four 
areas of criteria: scholarship, leadership, 
service and character. 

Unlike last year, when the GPA require- 
ments were only 3.25, this year’s GPA 
requirements have gone back up to 3.35. 
Thus fewer students were eligible.

CAREER SKILLS 


The Bedford Science and Technology Center (BSTC) is the only Vocational 
School in Bedford County that students can attend. BSTC has courses that 
range from Carpentry to Horticulture. The primary purpose of BSTC is to help 
develop job career skills for students who want work directly after high school. 
Even though this is the case, that does not exclude college bound students from 
attending the school. According to Patrick Sherman, BSTC Principal, 15 to 20 % 
of those L.H.S. students who attend BSTC are college bound. 
It’s a misconception that if you attend BSTC, you are not interested in going to 
college. There are some courses at BSTC that can prepare students for a career 
without stepping foot in a college classroom. For example, the Licensed Practi- 
cal Nursing program offered at BSTC trains students who wish to pursue a 
career in nursing, a job that is widely demanded in the Bedford area. The LPN 
course is a two year program. Graduates from LPN can find a job just as easy as 
a four year college graduate. According to Sherman, the LPN course has a good 
reputation. 
Students from Staunton River and Jefferson Forest High Schools attend BSTC 
along with Liberty. All students can attend BSTC for one or two periods. The 
career oriented classes at BSTC require you to stay for at least two periods.

WITH NEW 
COMPUTERS 


LHS received brand new computers in April of 1997. The computers were the 
lasted Dell Pentium Processors. Approximately ninety computers were bought, 
forty-two of which are currently located in the Math and Science building’s 
computer labs. Students shut down the old Tandy 1000 computers and shipped 
them to ‘C’ building business classes, for use by Mrs. Mason and Ms. Gillespie. 
Computer Science II and IV students setup the new computers during their 
lunches and after school. Dwight Lanning, Bedford County computer supervisor, 
programed the computers and installed Windows ‘95 software during the sum- 
mer. 

At the beginning of first semester, every classroom was equipped with a brand 
new Dell computer. In addition to the new computers, teachers had access to the 
new Intergrade system. Integrade was a networked grade book, that was in- 
stalled in each classroom computer. Each building had their own computer 
server. The servers connected computers in A and C buildings to the main office. 
This networking made it more convenient for teachers to print out their students 
report cards. 

By late September, fifty of the new computer were hooked up to the internet. The 
internet gave students and teachers a chance to surf the web before and after 
class. The new computers also help teachers with classroom instruction. Accord- 
ing to computer teacher Pam Hanks, the new computers help her teach the newer 
programs, because the old computers were out dated.

The 1998 Heritage, Volume 34, was printed by the Jostens 
Publishing Company of Winston-Salem, North Carolina, 
and had a press run of nearly 450. Sales were done through 
the Jostens pay-by-mail program, and began in December of 
1997 with a book price of $40.00. The final price was 
increased to $45.00 when the books arrived the following 
September.
